CHINA TRADE _ IN 1927. 


Chinese Maritime Customs Reports. Tesued. 
THE SOUTHERN PORTS. 


Lungchow Revenue Receipts Doubled. 


Following: are extracts from the anneal’ reports issued ‘by the 
Chinese Maritime Customs’ inspectorate:— 


- LUNGCHOW. 


The pleasing activity which 
marked local trade conditions in 
1926 was hardly anticipated for 
The ,most optimistic were 
.that those . conditions, 
very welcome to Lung- 
chow for the time being, 
were purely artificial, and 
therefore a reversion to normal and 
less brillient conditions was only 
to be expected. The earlior months 
of the year reflected the political 
tension in other parts.of China, and 
patriotic parades were’ of very fre- 
quent occurrence. Public feeling 
locally was somewhat intensified, 
too, by the action of the Hong Kong 
Government against the Bias Bay 
pirates, but gradually such animos-, 
ity as may have existed .-to- 
wards the “stranger within the 
gates" disappeared, and foreigners, 
on the whole, were not molested.

‘ {The collection of ‘the Washington 


surtaxea was commenced about the 
middle of February, and proyincial 
revenues were further invrensed by 

a 30" per cent. military tax on all 
aad after June 80... This held 
up many outstanding trade orders 
for several weeks, but by the end of 
September the situgtion commer- 
cially had fully pted itself 
to this triple taxation, though, of 
course, unavoidably enhancing the 
cost of living generally. The coup 
d'etat in the neighbouring province 
of Kwangtung, as the yenr'drew to 
its close, together with the, disturb- 
ed c jon in Yunnan, combined | 
to create” considerable misgivings 
locally, ‘so that until it was’ seen 
how the situation would resolve 
itself, mercHiants were at a loss how 
to meet thelr obigations in other 


| parts of. the country and ‘abroad. 


Fortunately, with the dispersing of 
war clouds, the year ended with a. 
greater feeling of optimism than 
had prevailed during the earlier 
months. Although the prevalence 
of pirates in the mountainous dis- 
triets that surround Lungchow is 
by no means eliminated, the au- 
thorities have acted all through 
commendable .promptitude, so that 
confidence on the main routes was 
not wanting.. 


REVENUE. 

The collection of Hk. Tis, 11, 460 
includes ‘a trifling sum paid in 
January as part of the famine relief 
surtax inaugurated ' the previous 
December and an ‘equally small 
amount collected as tonnage dues. 
Receipts,. however, though but a 
quarter of those of 1926 and a half 
of those for 1926 compare favour- 
ably with former years, being atill

So far as atatistics have been 
obtainable at all, returns show that 
the number of silver pjastres 
brought In by passengers was 
100,000, as against over 200,000 in 
1926, ‘Notes, ‘mostly of the $1 
Indo-China issue, are the general 
means of exchange, the rates for 
which in’ Kwangsi currency varied 
between $1.25 and $1.85, being 
highest at the time of the Canton 
emeute, Foreign cheques were in 
demand as the year closed, and $100 
notes, in spite of the forgery’ risk, 
were. at a-premium: over the dollar 
plastre, The Intereat quotations 
remained more or less’ normal 
throughout the year, ranging be- 
tween 14 and 18 per cent. per an- 
num. The bank selling rates in 
Haiphong’ for the Hong Kong dollar 
were as high as 7 per cent, at one 
time, but almost touched parity on 
the approach of the autumn harvest.

PIERS FOR LINERS. 


NEW YORK'S ARRANGE- 
MENT INADEQUATE. 


The announcement: that ‘the 


keel of the new, 1,000ft. White}. 


Star liner has been,Jaid at Bel- 
fast, has given rise here (state 
New York advices) te conjecture 
as to whether adequate accom- 
modation will be available at the 
port when the vessels enter the 


North Atlantic service. 

Mr, P. A. &, Franklin, president 
of the :International Mercantile 
Marine Co., testifying at the 
hearing before the Harbour Line 
Board in October last year on the 
application of the city authorities 
for extension of the pierhead 
line in the North River between 
'Thirtieth’ and Seventy-second- 
streets, said piers 1,000ft. long 
are barely adequate for. docking 
such a vessel as the “Majestic,” 
and that in view of the plans for 
a larger liner he would like to see 
the piers extended to 1,100ft. 

The Dock Department, it was 
brought out at that hearing, has 
prepared plans for two new 1,000- 
foot piers, one at 48th-street and 
the other at 5O0th-street. With 
the proposed extension of the 
pierhead line.these could be made 
1,100 feet long. : This 


‘length ‘could not be atbained 


otherwise, except by digging in- 
land, the cost of which would be 


practically prohibitive. Plans are ‘ 


also under way for three or four 
new piers of. 1,000-foot length in 
the Canal-street area. The pre- 
sent Chelsea piers are 925 feet 
long, including, the 100-foot tem-" 
porary extensions which the War 
Department is anxious to revoke. 
Completion, of the proposed 
1,000-foot piers, however, would 
mot provide -proper accommoda- 
tion for ‘the large liners now pro:

Yesterday afternoon Mr. R. B,

As part, of.their case. the “pro- 
secution (conducted by Mr, 
Somerset Fitzroy, Assistant At- 
torney General) set forth the 
operation of accounts with various 
local’ banks, which was alleged to 
tonstitute part of the conspiracy. 

Witnesses were called’ from the 
Yokohama Specie Bank and’ from} 
the Bank of Enst Asia with regard 

' to’ an amount of: $77,828.08 which 
‘was transferred from the one bank 
to the other, Ling Man-lai, per 
‘ procuration Manager of the Bank 
of Enxt Asia, was cashier during 
the material date of Apri] 26, 1923, 
when a’ cheque from the Yokohama 
Specie Bank was paid into the ac- 
oount of the “Man Fat Company” 
of which it was shown that Lai 
Yin-to, S.-T. Fok and C.:¥, Pok 
.were.the partners, 

A CHEQUE FOR $75,000. 

The following. doy, that amount 
was consjderably reduced when a 
cash cheque was drawn against the 
account for the sum of $76,000, 
and it was shown on the endorse- 
ment that the sime money was 
paid to “Chan -‘Tsze-kai,” whoever 
“that man might be.

CRICKET CHANGES. 


WHERE IS THE MAN'IN - 
WHITE SUN HAT? 


T00 MUCH PAD.PLAY. 


\ re ‘ ‘ 

The truth of the old Latin saying 
that “times change and we with 
them” is peculiarly applicable to 
‘cricket. We all know the game has 
been rovolutionised since it was first 
Invented, and has altered even in 
the last years. ' 

_ But how many enthuslasts realise 
the changes that have crept {n since 
the war? 

Take, for inatance, the difference 
between the methods of present-day 

‘| bowlers and those of. pre-war days. 

Now ‘the: fashion is to concentrate 

on swerve, and the talk {s all -of 

in-swingers and out-swingers ‘and 
“the one that dips.” 9 

Minor attention is paid to length 
or spin, and even less to pace. 

Yet it used to be a rarity for a 
county to take the fleld without at 
least one. fast bowler and one of 
‘medium pace who could keep an end 
xoing for hours at a time. There 

| was no question of anyone only be- 
ing able to bowl with a new 
ball—that is to say, limiting his 
effectiveness to the start of a match 
and just after 200-runs have been 
scored, amd 

The Jam of Nawanagar (better 
known as “Ranji") and C. Fry were 
watching a match at Lord’s the 
other day, and ‘they were quick to 
notice the difference between the 
style of bowling now in vogue and 
that of their time. ‘It was illumin- 
ating to hear what they thought of 
ft ‘ : 
Swerve bowling and the methods 
adopted by batsmen to meet it are 
responsible for a change in the pads 
worn by those “out in the middle.” 
Skeleton pads, never perhaps very 
popular, have vanished; the change 
lies -in the thickness and length of 
those used to-day. ; 

There is so much pad-play, and 
so much covering of the wicket with 
one's legs, that the short and thinly 
built pre-war pads are not in 
favour. Their compulsory return, 
I fancy, would help to brighten up 
cricket by making batsmen rely 
more on their bats to protect their 
stumps, - ‘ ; 

Several other changes, interesting 
as showing the trend of fashion, 
occur to mind, 

For. instance, how often do you. 
see a batsman using a red rubber 
handle to his bat in county cricket? 
Everyone has a black one now. Why 
this should be Ihave no ° idea, 
though no doubt the manufacturers 
could tell you. nt 

And batting gloves are different. 
Gone apparently are the days of the 
old finger stalls for the right hand, 
with the thumb piece.attached'to a 
length of. elastic that was twisted 
round the wrist, For the left hand 
the shape was that of a miniature 
shield with the thumb left bare. | 

Now we have full gloves that en- 
case both hands and slip on with 
elastic wrists. With the old glove 


the palms were bare, and a better]: 


“feel” was obtained. At any rate, 
that was the idea. 

One rarely sees—except in the 
Varsity match—a scarf worn ‘round 
a player’s waist. Formerly ‘they 
/were very popular with amateurs, 
and their brilliant colours tent a 
touch of gaiety to'the field. - 

Finally, where’ are the \ white 
linen sun hats that used to be worn 
on a fine day? ’Tis true there has 
been no fear this season of ‘our 
cricketers getting sun-stroke, but if 
the ‘sun does shine again in any) 
strength, who will have the courage 
to appear bedecked in one of these 
comfortable old-timers?—J.P.J, in 
the “Evening News.”

In the House of Commons re; 
cently in Committee on the Fin- 
ance Bill, Mr. B, Riley (Lab., 
Dewsbury) moved an. amendment 
to Clause 1,. with the object of re- 
ducing the tea duty from 4d, to 
1d. per pound. 

He said the yeal aim of the 
amendment was to challenge the 
whole. policy of the Government 
regarding the taxation of commo- 
dities for household use, which, 
for the purpose of nationa) taxa- 
tion, was inequitable and unneces- 
nary. 

It was not an ad valorem tax, 
but a definite tax per pound, 80 
that, in the ease of the cheapest 
teas, which the poorest have to 
buy, it represented as much as 25 
to 28 per cent, tax on the.,price 
of their tea. It might be argued 
that the actual tax paid was not 
large, but it represented from 14a. 
to 17s, per annum per household, 
which was a heavy burden for tha 
poor and the unemployed. 

THE CHEAPER GRADES. 

Mr. Gilett (Lab., Finsbury) sup- 
ported the amendment, and called 
attention to the fact that the fm- 
ports of tea last year amounted 
to 450,000,000 Ib., an increase of 9 
millions over ‘the previous year. 
But while there was a decrease 
in the amount of tea that came 
from the British Colonies of 
6,000,000 Ib., there was an increase 
of 14,000, 000 Ib. in the. tea that 
came from China, the Dutch East 
Indies and other foreign countries. 
This was the more extraordinary 
when they considered that we were 
giving a: preference to tea coming 
from the British ‘Possessions, the 
imported from that 
quarter in 1926-27° being back to 
what it'was in-1924-25, The more 
expensive tea came from our own 
the tea ‘from 
‘foreign countries was decidedly 
| cheaper. There ‘had been a de- 
crease in the ‘imports of tea for 
1927-28, but in figures of the divi- 
dends paid by various tea com- 
panies he found that from 16 per 
cent. up to 60 per cent. and in 
‘one case 75 per cent, had been 


_|paid. This was a question which

get in 1927, was lower than it was’ 


with a £200 million Liberal. Budget 
in 1914. There had been a de- 
crease of 10,000,000 Ibs. in the 
consumption of Indian tea -since 
1919, when the preference to Em- 
pire tea was given. On the other 
hand, Java tea had gone up front 


19,000,000 Ib. in 1919 to 64,000,000. 


Vb. in 1927, They should do their 
utmost to make the preference to 
Empire tea really’ effective. 
WAGES AND COST OF LIVING. 

Mr, Qhurchill said -he had given 
Budget figures. showing that, tak- 
ing into consideration changes’ in 
wages tin the last four years, the 
reduction in the cost of living had 
added 100 million a year to the 
purchasing power of the present 
‘wage-earners, There had been a 
very substantial reduction, and it 
is in relation to that substantial 
reduction that the tea duty must 
be considered. Pressure was put, 
upon Mr, Snowden when he reduc- 
ed the duty to make a further re- 
duction, but he did not see his 
way to do so, although no doubt 
he would have liked to do ft. He 
thought i was a neceasary and 
proper step at that time, and he 
(Mr. Churchill) had endorsed his 
action, and year ‘by year he’ had 
made the full sacrifice of revenue 
which: was entailed by his remis- 
sion in 1924. The tea duty actual- 
Jy stood at a lower figure than be- 
fore the war. It undoubtedly, was 
a tax which affected the’ poorest 
of the people. It was certainly 
right and proper that the’ inci- 
dence of the tax should. be ‘care- 
fully studied by the House. 

He should be very glad if it 
were within. ‘his power, to make 
some remission in the tax, either 
total or partial, but he had heavy 
expenses to meet. The mere fact 
that there was a reduction in the 
cost of living, with increased pur- 
chasing power-of the pound sterl- 
ing, tended to diminish - his re- 
venue, In addition to that, he had 
to face the loss of the tax on kero- 
sene, and the possibility of great- 
er expense in regard to the rating 
relief they ‘had in ‘view than he 
originally announced. Having: al} 
these matters in front of him, he 
was. bound: to ask ‘the Committee 
to excuse him from making any 
effort to fulfil their wishes, al- 
though ho said with absolute sin- 
cerity that he should be very glad 
indeed if it fell to-his lot to deal 
with the tea duty in the sense of 
substantial mitigation.

What is more remarkable is the 
fact that many of them are 50 
highly developed—they have elimb- 
ed a long way up the evolutionary 
tree—so that the beginnings of 
life may have been millions of 
years before scientists: had dreamt. 
’ That, in turn, may completely 
upset theortes as to the actual age 
of the earth, while, if in tho ‘pre- 
Cambrian era life is found in cers 
tain forms to be more highly de- 
veloped than that of the Cambrian 
era, the-Theory of evolution may 
have to ‘undergo some modifica- 
tions, 

Professor David went on, with 
the afd of the lantern slides, to 
tell some details of his work, 
The short address was a surprise 
—a ‘pleasant’ sunprise—to most of 
the members, ag it was prepared 
at short notice. 


The discovery, he said, was the, 


result of a certain amount-of de- 
sultory work extending over 80 
years, He had become so used to 
looking for fossils of a. whitish 
colour that he had not suspected 
the existence of the specimens of 
old gold and amber yellow. which 


are in profusion in the hills of|- 


Mount: Lofty and the Flinders 
Range. 


' “STARING ME IN FACE.” 

“If one had gone with the eyes 
of a child, free from old ideas, the 
position would. have been obvious 
at-once,” he said. “In Adelaide I 
had seen these fossils staring me 
in the face—things which |] 
thought before were 
minerals.” 

The. fossils, he sald, were ¢xtra- 
ordinarily well preserved.‘ Among 
them he had found the ¢arapace, 
or shell, of an animal. allied to the 
crayfish, - 

While he. was treating , some 
specimens recently at the Univer- 
sity there was g movement as of 
life in one of them. It turned out 
to be the fracturing of a. limb in 
his hand—a perfectly ‘preserved, 
limb of some animal .which had 
existed perhaps .600,000,000 years 
ago resembling a dried limb of ao 
cockroach or a spider. 

The state of preservation of the 
specimens was the most remark- 
able thing about them, 

He showed a picture of a piece 
of limestone riddled with the. bur- 
rows of sandworms—sandworms 
which had | had their being 600 
million years: ago, long years be- 
fore scientists thought such high- 
ly developed organisms existed, 
Another picture was of an. animal 
having,a kind. of ‘lung sack at the 
end of its body. 

DELICATE STRUCTURES. 

“When I looked into this ob- 
ject,” he said, “and. saw. the won- 
derfully ‘delicate. sstructurea pre- 
served {n it—so, much more dell- 
cate than in any newer rocks—it 
seemed to me that I had come on 
something quite new in. geological 
experience, something quite new in 
the exquisite atate of preservation 
in such geogological . structures. 
Perhaps the icy waters of the 
glacial period may have had some- 
thing to do with this.” — 

Another picture was of a ‘small 
animal which resembled -{n shape 
a military “tank.” ‘Its body was 
segmented with platea. 

Professor David oxplained that

“Prom the point. of view of 
evolution it surely brings forth a 
wonderful field for future re- 
search, This fauna must connote 
contemporary flora, and {t means 
work for hundreds of years to 
come.” : 

Professor David, concluding an 
addreas on what will probably be 
marked as the outstanding geolo- 
gical discovery of recent years, 
again reproached himself for not 
having made it earlfer.

this, fauna forward,” he said. “It 
just shows that one is never too 
old: to learn."—"Sydney Sun.”
